Queen Goes in Limousine. 
LONDON, Feb. 9.—King George left 
Buckin’gbam Palace at 10:37 a. rn. to­ 
day in a huge specially built ambu­ 
lance bound for Craigwell house, at 
Bognor, where he will complete his 
convalescence. 
His m ajesty waved his hand to a 
huge throng which had gathered out 
side 
the 
morning to witness his departure. 
It was the first tim e he had been 
out 
of 
the 
palace In alm ost three 
months. 
The crowd about the palace had been 
warned to stand in absolute silence 
in order not to disturb the king. 
But the sight of their beloved mon­ 
arch waving to them after having been 
so close to death was too much for 
those in-the waiting throng and a tre­ 
mendous cheer w ent up as the ambu­ 
lance cam e through the main gate. 
Queen Mary followed in a limousine 
five m inutes later. 
The am bulance was fitted w ith huge 
plate glass windows on both sides, 
perm itting a partial view of its royal 
occupant. 
The crowd caught Just a glimpse of 
his m ajesty’s head but when he lifted 
his arm and valiantly waved a thin, 
white hand, it went wild with surprise 


His face 
was pale and drawn, but he was sm il­ 
ing. 
The king was removed from the pal­ 
ace upon a stretcher promptly at 
10:30 a. rn.

Ohio Prohibition Chieftain Declares His Depart­ 
ment is Ready to A s s i s t , But Community 
Problems Should be Solved by Police Offi­ 
cials — Cites Progress Already Made. 


A state wide survey, in which his aides will visit every com­ 
munity of the state to confer with local officials regarding better 
enforcement of the prohibition Jaw, will be launched next week, 
Prohibition Commissioner Rupert R. Beetham, Cadiz, announced 
last night when he visited East Liverpool as the guest of the Ki- 
wanis club. 
Declaring that the Ohio prohibition department has been. 
formed to help in enforcement work where local police have failed. 
Beetham condemned the official “who takes the oath of office and 
then refuses to obey it, and, even at times, conspires to break the 
law.” 
“The state prohibition department was organized to assist 
in those communities where local officials show laxity in their 
work,” said Beetham. “We plan to offer the services of men who 
have experience in enforcing the law to every community of tho 
state.” 
Law enforcement, Beetham declared, was largely in the hands 
of local officials. “This department is ready to help in enforce­ 
ment work where local officials fail after an honest effort,” he 
said. “When officials refuse to carry out their oaths to enforce 
the law then it is the business of the state department to take 
charge. The law in such cases is very specific.

The nation Joins with Michigan, his adopted state, and 
Indiana, where he was horn, in mourning today the 
death of Edwin Dalby, RpntRsh-American and World 
war veteran, lawyer, former congressman and later sec­ 
retary of the navy In the cabinet of the late President 
Harding, who succumbed to a heart attack In his home 
city of Detroit yesterday. 
The esteem I i i which he was held in Michigan Is hest 
expresssed by Detroit's mayor, John ('. fxidge, who said, 
••I believe Ned Dalby had more real friends, using 'real' 
in Its hest sense, than any other man in Michigan.” 
And speaking for his countrymen, President Coolidge 
said of the former cabinet member, "His life was an 
outstanding example of good citizenship, and ho dis­ 
played qualities of heart and mind which endeared him 
to all his associates.” 
Edwin Den by served his home city, bls state and his 
country in peace and war, as tho nation's chieftain said 
in paying tribute to him. 
And ho won his high place 
In the hearts of his fellow citizens by the Integrity and 
zeal that marked his efforts In private or public en­ 
deavors. 


Proposed Church Merger 
While it is yet some distance away from an actuality, 
announcement has been made that there is a definite 
agreement for the uniting of the Presbyterian church 
in the United States and the Methodist Episcopal Church 
of America, a merger which will mean a membership 
of 6,000,000. The announcement comes from Pittsburgh 
where representatives of the two big church organist! 
tlons have been in session. 
Moreover, it is anticipated 
that a plan will soon be devised and adopted which will 
open tho way for the alliance of other denominations 
wit Ii the two bodies lo be merged. 
“Our beliefs, our doctrines, in fact everything about 
the two denominations are so similar,” said the Rev 
Eugene M. Antrim, of Oklahoma City, secretary of the 
joint committee, in making the announcement, "that 
union is almost inevitable." 
And why not? The weakness of the Protestant church 
Is iii its many divisions. 
Wily should not all of them 
combine into one great church? 
In Its solidarity, lf 
that term may be permitted, Beg much of the strength 
and influence of the Roman 
Catholic 
church. 
Why 
should not the Protestant churches be likewise organized 
into one great body? 
There la never great accession of power without Its 
attendant risk. 
In this case, the risk would be predl 
cated upon the possible mlsuso of the power of such 
an organization, tho possibility that its power might 
be unwisely used for secular advantage, but if Its ener­ 
gies were devoted wholly to the glory of God and the 
advancement 
of the Christian 
faith, Its accomplish 
meats for good would he Inestimable. 


Let’s Bare Facts 
Where There Is so much smoke there must be some 
fire, and lf it Is a fact the few thousand Indians re­ 
maining in the United States are subjected to tyrannical 
slavery, then It is about time the public calls a halt. 
Vera L. Connelly writes in Good Housekeeping, a 
periodical, of her personal observations at Indian re­ 
serves of the west—-describes In horrible 
detail the 
stories of cruelty, starvation, mistreatment, disease and 
worse, she heard and learned, while making a searching 
Investigation Into this slavery matter for her editor. 
And everything Miss Connolly saw is substantiated 
in tho Survey of New York, and reproduced in The Lit­ 
erary Digest, by John Collier, secretary of the Indian 
Defense association, who describes the starvation—even 
to death—of aged Indians and Indian children. 
The stories by Miss Connolly and Mr. Collier are re­ 
plete with instances of the most inhuman treatment of 
Indian children In Indian boarding schools; of Indian 
property dissipated by the Indian bureau of the federal 
government; of Indian wealth snatched from Its owners 
by this bureau; of Indians imprisoned, without recourse 
to any lawful tribunal, for some infraction of the bu­ 
reau’s regulations; of Indian girls chained to their beds, 
whipped and permitted to die of white men’s diseases— 
all this and more that is so horrible as to be shocking 
to even tho most case hardened campaigner. 
And all Commissioner Burko of the Indian bureau has 
to say for himself is that he believes the facts have 
been distorted, 
lf the Indictment of Burke and his re­ 
gency holds water, then the public Is party to one of the 
most horrible recurrences of medieval coercion and 
brutality ever recorded. 
In fairness to the Indian bureau it will be admitted 
that an investigation is under way, 
, For their heroic deeds In the World war the American 
Indians were nationalized and became citizens, yet It Is 
declared that under the Indian bureau's regime they 
may not leave the reservations, may not buy or sell 
property, may not exercise any of the prerogatives of 
citizenship—not even on a par with tho unlettered for­ 
eigner six months in America who has merely declared 
his intention of becoming a citizen.

WASHINGTON, D.

Men are always im 
polled to write of th" tilings they do, no matter how 
exciting or how dull. 
Although aviation Is only twenty- 
five years old. a voluminous 
literature already has 
sprung up concerning it. 
Scores of novels have; been 
written on the theme of flying, short fiction stories 
abound in adventures of the air, aud a goodly quantity 
of verse has been produced. 
Tile American government is not concerned with this 
branch of tho literature of aviation but has been suffi­ 
ciently interested in the fact literature for the aero­ 
nautics branch of tho department of commerce to com­ 
pile an elaborate bibliography of the books which have 
been written about flying. 
The department has Just 
completed aeronautics bulletin No. 6 with the following 
explanation: 
"Tho department is constantly in receipt of requests 
for references on aeronautical sizhjects. 
The following 
list of hooks and other publications has been compiled 
to answer these inquiries, 
it is not to bo considered 
as complete on account of the rapidly increasing num­ 
ber of publications on aeronautics. 
The department 
will bo glad to receive suggestions and recommendations 
in regard to additions to this list.” 
The bulletin Is divided under various subject head­ 
ings for convenience. 
The most interesting heading 
is Adventure and War and under it are listed hooks and 
publications telling the stories of flights and exploits 
ii tho air which are as absorbing as any fiction tales. 
The best known book under tills heading doubtless is 
We, the book which Col Charles A. Lindbergh wrote 
alant his epoch-marking trails Atlantic flight to Burin 
Then there is Commander Richard E. Byrd's book, Sky­ 
ward, and also the book, First Crossing of the Bolar 
Sea, written by Donald Amundsen and Lincoln Ellsworth, 
the famous explorers. 
Record flights is a book by Clar 
ence 1). Chamberlain, who flew to Germany and Amelia 
Earhart, the first woman to fly the Atlantic, is repre 
sented in the list by her book entitled Twenty Hours, 
Forty Minutes; Our Flight in the Friendship. 
Several 
other such stories 
of flights 
of exploration, record 
flights, and tim like also are Included. 
Fact stories in the form of narrations and reminis­ 
cences of exploits during the World war corno under 
the general beading. 
The German air raids on Great 
Britain is a book by Morris while Guynemer, the Ace 
of Aces by Jacque Montane tells of the French hero’s 
record in tho air. 
Edward Kickenbacker, the American 
ace, Is represented in ’he list by his book, Fighting the 
Flying Circus. 
Tho flying circus, it will be recalled, 
was the air squadron commanded by the noted Gor­ 
man ace, the Baron Richthofen. 
The story from the 
German viewpoint is told in The Red Battle Flyer hy 
Manfred Richthofen. 
The Red Knight of Germany by 
Floyd Gibbous also treats of tile achievements of Baron 
Richthofen. 
The exploits of the Lafayette Espadrille, thc.t flying 
outfit attached to tho French army which many Ameri­ 
cans joined before the United States entered the war, 
ar© told in The Story of the Lafayette Espadrille by 
George Ilhenault. Two important books which add many 
Important comments to the straight narrative are Our 
Air Force and Winged Defense both by (Sen. William 
Mitchell, formerly assistant chief of the United States 
air service. 
In the classification headed Historical are listed a num­ 
ber of books on the history of flying, most of th< rn re­ 
cent; although one, Aerial Navigation by Frederick 
Walker, was published in 1902 before the Wrights flew. 
Of course there had been considerable balloon flying 
before that time. 
Also the Smithsonian Institution is 
represented in the list with 
a Bibliograph* of Aero­ 
nautics tracing the history of air navigation from tho 
earliest times down to 1909. 
Tref. Langley, who was 
secretary of tile institution, was experimenting with the 
airplane at the same time as the Wrights. 
It is interesting to note that a. number of hooks have 
already been written on the legal aspects of aeronautics. 
These relate to ordinary civil and commercial law and 
also to rules of war affecting aircraft. 
There is a clas­ 
sification devoted to the medical aspects of flying, treat­ 
ing of high speed flight, high altitudes, etc., on the avia­ 
tor. 
Other classifications which are self-explanatory are 
Meteorology, Model Airplanes, Performance Calculations, 
Photography, Propellers, Transport, and Yearbooks.

There are many things that lower 
human vitality. 
Overwork, 
loss of 
sleep, need of a vacation, domestic 
discord, lack 
of human interest, as 
well as the many infections to which 
the body is subject, may be the cause 
for lowered vitality of which chilli­ 
ness is a symptom. 
It is tremendously important that 
every one should eat regularly. Every­ 
body should take enough of the nour­ 
ishing foods which are essential to 
good health and red blood.

Bender Would Regulate Sugar Sale 
CLEVELAND, Feb. 9.—“We may as 
well make a good job of it,” observed 
State Senator George H. Bender at 
his home here today when informed 
that 
Representative 
Piper, of St. 
Clairsville, expected to introduce a 
bill in the Ohio legislature to prevent 
the sale of malt syrup. 
“When Representative Piper intro­ 
duces his bill Monday, I’ll offer an 
amendment to regulate the sale of 
sugar, tho growing of beets, wheat, 
corn, and the sale of certain of their 
products.

Senator Bender, who is president 
of the Constitutional Law Enforce­ 
ment League of Ohio, said his ironi­ 
cal remarks were not intended as a 
reflection on the liquor laws, point­ 
ing out that he has long been an ad­ 
vocate of prohibition. He also said 
that a malt syrup law would not af­ 
fect him personally since the chain 
of stores which he operates here do 
not handle malt.

This caused Smith to tell 
us in no uncertain

ning of their m anufacturing of this 
class or kind of product, established 
the precedent by employing unskilled 
people to do this dipping. 
He fu r­ 
th er stated th at there was no pro­ 
vision in our agreem ent saying that 
they were compelled to employ reg­ 
u lar dippers in this work and w ent on 
in g reat elaboration of the fact of the 
precedent as established by Hall China 
in having unskilled people 
do 
this 
work th a t they also should be favored 
in like m anner and that, since it was 
custom ary to follow such precedents 
as established by other firms in the 
absence of a ry specific understanding 
in our agreem ent covering this work, 


W are A greem ent pertaining to casting, 
no sane person could conclude oth er 
wise but th a t the apprenticeship re 
^quired therein m ust be fulfilled in a 
general w are pottery and in no other 
Mr. Smith, as stated above, hung on to 
the word “caster,” repeatedly uttering 
this man is a caster and he found the 
same word in our A greem ent, he felt 
highly jubilant over the fact th a t this 
man claimed to be a caster and placed 
everything on the word “caster” and 
was not willing to take into consider­ 
ation anything else, such as the nature 
cf the work through which th is man 
secured his actual experience. Smith, 
crying outloud, kept continually cry 
ing, “ He’s a caster, he’s a caster, he’s 
a caster, and th a t’s w hat the A gree­ 
ment says ‘caster’ and I am going to 
place him on.” We took this m atter 
up through the Secretary of the U. 
S. P. A., who to our surprise, went 
along with Mr.

How ridiculous to place every­ 
thing on a mere word! Mr. Smith, as

because the word C-A-S-T-E-R had 
been employed in the way of identi­ 
fying his job in the foundry or mill.

The first information we received 
on this affair came to us through MT. 
Smith himself, who called me .by tele­ 
phone and stated that ha denied Hi 


Goodwin and asked th a t something 
be done. 
Mr. Goodwin communicated 
with Smith to learn all the particulars 
and, likewise, inform ed Smith of our 
protesting this issue.

weeks a fd receiving no further reply 
from either

Sm ith, we made another very earnest 
plea to Mr. Goodwin to do something 
iii the matter. U was agreed between 


to point out what, in Sm ith’s opinion, 
were practical reasons why he, Smith, 
should be permitted to continue this 
kiln-tender in topping tunnel kiln. 
On our arrival a t the Shenango and 
after a meeting lasting only a 
few 
moments in the Shenango office with 
Smith, Smith escorted Mr. Goodwin 
and me out through the tunnel kiln- 
shed, where we observed w hat a tre­ 
mendous quantity of ware these three 
kiln-tenders (there being three shifts 
of eight hours each of the tw enty-four 
hour day, during which a man was 
employed tending said

invitation to attend the above meeting, 
as Mr. Smith said he had a very im­ 
portant m atter he desired to discuss 
with them. 
Mr. Smith opened up the meeting 
and w ent on to enum erate the many 
advantages which he had extended to 
his employees, said advantages con 
Histing mostly in the fact, as Smith 
stated, th at he was furnishing groc 
eries, clothing and so forth through

placed on top of all the bungs of sag- j said he w as unable to understand why 
gers placed on trucks by the kilnmen j these employees were 
unw illing 
to 
during their eight-hour day. 
Smith 
again emphasized his 
determ ination 
to continue these men in this work, 
repeatedly stating th at by using said 
kiln-tenders in topping, he w as saving 
at least five thousand dollars annually 
and thus he was getting service from 
these men, whom, he said, he was pay- 


tre a t him fairly in return 
for these 
advantages, 
often 
referred 
to 
by 
Smith. 
He also consumed consider 
able time in telling these kilnmen of 
the many acts of unfairness on the 
p art of the officials of the B rother­ 
hood, particularly the present head of 
the organization and referred to yours 
ing the munificent sum of fifty cents truly in very ungentlemanly and un* 
per hour, whereas, regular kilnmen in 
china received ninety-six 
cents 
per 
hour for day wage kiln placing; hence 
you will note the difference in the 
wages paid these kiln-tenders and the 
regular kilnmen’s wages. 
I am sure 
that, in the light of w hat inform ation 
you already 
have

read our story last week in the press 
as to what led up to the present situ ­ 
ation in New Castle, Sm ith’s one and 
only desire was to have the benefit of
